DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-14, is acknowledged. It is also 
noted, that Applicant has elected without traverse, as the invention of claims 1-14, a formula of 
claim 1 wherein the formula must contain the peptide consisting of the following a 2 -antiplasmin 
fragment sequence "NQEQVSPYTLLKG" (i.e. SEQ ID NO: 2). Claims 1-19 remain pending, 
however claim 15-19 have been withdrawn from consideration, and claims 1-14 are examined on 
the merits, as drawn to the elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are unclear as not being drawn to the elected invention. It is suggested in 
response to this action that Applicant amend claim 1 to be drawn to only the elected invention, as 
described above, amend claim 2 to incorporate only the language of claim 3 to further define the 
elected peptide (SEQ ID NO: 2), delete claim 3 as being superfluous of amended claim 2, and 
delete claim 4 as being drawn to a non-elected peptide (i.e. SEQ ID NO: 2 does not contain 
glutamine at the 2-position from the peptide N-terminus). Amendment of the claims as 
described above, or commensurate in scope with the above, would likely receive favorable 
consideration. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



A search of the prior art of record does not reasonably teach or suggest a compound of 
the formula of claim 1, wherein the required peptide of the formula consists of a 2 -antiplasmin 
fragment sequence "NQEQVSPYTLLKG" (i.e. SEQ ID NO: 2). In light of the foregoing, 
Amendment of the claims as described above, would likely receive favorable consideration 
towards putting the claims in condition for allowance.
